MOSCOW, March 15 (R). — The Soviet Union today 
branded the Israeli attack on southern Lebanon as a

The toll was given by rescue 
workers in the Ozai area, a na- 
rrow strip of low-cost houses, 
restaurants and shops running 
parallel to the main runway of 
the airport.

WASHINGTON, March 15 
(R). — Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance said today the 
new violence In the Middle 
East, would hinder the search 
for an Arab-Isreell settlem- 
ent 

Mr. Vance, talking to re- 
porters, referred to the 
Arab guerrilla attack, near 
Tel Aviv on Saturday as 
well as IsraePs action in 
Lebanon. 

“I think all these incid- 
ents, like this and the incid- 
ent the other day, the terro- 
rists act, are impediments 
to the peace process.’’ 

Hie United States bad not 
asked Israel to stop its 
thrust into Lebanon, he said.

Long-time Beirut residents 
said the Ozai area had no kn- 
own military significance. The-

Syrian air defence 

Reacting to bombing raids 
on the fringes of Beirut and 
the crowded town of Damour 
24 kms. south of here, the co- 
mmand of the Syrian-domina- 
ted Arab League peace force 
asked Syria to place additional 
air defence equipment at its di- 
sposal. 

State-run Beirut radio broad- 
cast a statement by the peace 
force which said Syria had ag- 
reed to the request --a move 
seen by observers as a clear 
Syrian warning to Israel to st- 
op using its aiipower. 

The statement said ; “In view 
of the continuation of the ope- 
rations of Israeli forces and 
tbe possibility of a recurrence 
of the strafing of civilian con- 
centrations, the Arab deterrent 
force has requested that enou- 
gh air defence capabilities be 
placed at its disposal for use 
in repulsing possible strafing 
operations. 

“Syria has met this request.” 

Residents of the Syrian ca- 
pital reported that squadrons 
of Syrian fighter aircraft were 
seen flying over Damascus hea- 
ding west, towards Lebanon, 
today. No details were imm- 
ediately available. 

Lebanese President Elias Sa- 
rkis met UJ5. Ambassador Ri- 
chard Parker today, to discuss 
the Israeli attacks, a well-info- 
rmed source said. 

Premier Salim AJ Hoss and 
Foreign and Defence Minister 
Fuad Butros attended the ta- 
lks. Earlier, Mr. Butros had 
met Mr. Parker and the am- 
bassadors of the Soviet Union, 
France and Britain. 

A Palestinian military spo- 
kesman said after 17 hours of 
fighting that Israeli casualties 
were estimated at more than 
300 dead or wounded in a st- 
atement issued by the Palest-

me News Agency Wafa. He re- 
ported that an Israeli Skyhawk 
was shot down near the southe- 
rn port city of Tyre. 

The aircraft was seen failing 
in flames across the Israeli bo- 
rder, he said. 

Local residents said three 
planes had bombed tbe city 
and surrounding areas and an 
unknown number of people we- 
re killed. 

The military spokesman also 
said guerrilla units had fired ro- 
ckets across the border against 
two Israeli settlements. 

Fires were seen in the set- 
tlements of Kiryat Shmonah 
and Metullah, he said. 

Security belt 

Tbe Israeli forces invaded so- 


uthern Lebanon to remove 
Palestinian bases and establish 
indefinite control over a belt of 
Lebanese territory to keep it 
permanently guerrilla-free. 

The attack came four days 
after a Palestinian guerrilla ra- 
id left 33 people dead on the 
outskirts of Tel Aviv. Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman said in 
Tel Avhr it was not simply a 
retaliation. 

He told a press conference 
the objective was “to clear out 
this infested area," from whi- 
ch hundreds of attacks had be- 
en launched against Israel. 

Israeli chief of staff, Gen. Mo- 
rdechai Gur said the • Israeli 
-troops aimed to -set -up a secu- 
rity belt between seven and ten 
kms. wide all along the Le- 
banese side of the border. 


Weizman hopes 

Asked about Arab and other 
foreign reaction, Mr. Weizman 
said: "I do hope the Syrians 
understand that this is a limited 
action in south Lebanon. I also 
hope the government of Leban- 
on will understand this is a pre- 
ventive action. I hope the rest 
of the civilised world will und- 
erstand this is an action to pre- 
vent disasters like that which 
happened last Saturday.” 

Mr. Weizman said he hoped 
Egypt would not decide to te- 
rminate the peace negotiations 
with Israel.

AMMAN,. March 15 — Only 
a month after the Science and 
Technology Policy Conference; 
Jordan is about. to play host 
to another international gather- 
ing in what will be officially 
called the “National Water 
Symposium”. 

The symposium, -which la to 
be held under the patronage of 
His Majesty King HuaseL. and 
»h» AhaiririBTTship of Hia High— 
ness tbe Crown Prince, wQl 
last four days; starting on 
March 19. Forty-five foreign ex- 
perts have been invited to at- 
tend and so have about 150 Jor- 
danians. 

Among the six national pap- 
ers that have been prepared 
for the symposium is a presen-, 
tathm of “The Water Plan of 
Jordan.” This is a synopsis of 
a 9-volume study, completed 
at the end of. last year which 
b intended to provide an over- 
all picture of the country's wat- 
er resourc es, and- likely de ma n d . 
until the year 2000. 

Explaining the riming of the 
conference, its chief organiser, 
Mr. Yousef - Ninny, Director 
General of the Natural Reso- 
urces Authority, told the Jor- 
dan Times that . it wak “high 
time” the reasons for the do- 
mestic water shortages which 

Jordan has suffered over, .the 
past? ftmr or five years,- were

a cloud of spray in through the 
open, window, Mr, Nimry said 
that the problem has really 
been- one of lack of planning in 
the past He was insistent that 
Jordan has enough water to 
meet its needs. “We are still 
on the safe side,” he said. “We 
have ‘enough water to meet 
our requirements for the futu- 
re as long as we really. handle 
our resources properly.” 


The master plan. Mr. Nimry 
said, is the “basic step towards 
formulating a water budget for 
the Kingdom". This is likely to 
be Introduced some time next 
year. It has already been de- 
cided to set up a “water mas- 
ter plan operation room”, whe- 
re a daily check will be kept 
with the help of computers -- 
on tbe state of the Kingdom's 
water resources. 


Another key paper at the 
symposium will be one presen- 
ted by Mr. Nimry himself, in 
which be will propose the esta- 
blishment of a central water 
board. At present there are 
half a dozen government bodi- 
es which are in some way res- 
ponsible for water manage- 
ment. Central coordination is 
clearly needed. “Every drop of 
water should be controlled”, 
Mr. Nimry said. “Nobody sho- 
uld have access (to water sup- 
plies) without the approval of 
the board.” 

Detailed water studies have 
already been conducted in Jor- 
dan for limited areas. A paper 
will be read at tbe symposium 
which presents a “water stra- 
tegy" for the north of Jordan, 
and there are two or three whi- 
ch are concerned specifically 
with Amman’s problems. 

But there are stQl some im- 
portant gaps' in knowledge ab- 
out Jordan’s water resources. 
One national paper is in feet 
entitled: 

“Present and needed infor- 
mation on water resources In 
Jordan”. 

Apart from. the representa- 
tives of foreign aid-givers and 
international organisations, ne- 
arly all the expatriate delega- 
tes at the symposium are ex- 
perts who have been involved 
with water projects here in 
the past- And it is felt that this 
is the time to gather together as 
much expert knowledge on the 
subject as possible. 

“Jordan is embarking on big 
water schemes',” Mr. Nimry 


said “and before committing 
our resources to certain ob- 
jectives it's good to come out 
at this time with a water stra- 
tegy and policy". 

More dams will certainly 
have to be built in tbe future. 
The King Tala! darn is now un- 
dergoing tests. The Maqaren 
dam , further north is at the 
planning stage. Others are like- 
ly to be built, Mr. Nimry said, 
on the wadis that drain into 
the Jordan Valley and the 
Dead Sea. 

Jordan’s underground suppli- 
es of water have not been ade- 
quately surveyed. But designs 
and specifications for tbe Disi- 
Aqaba water supply project 
have been drawn up. And - a 
targe project linking wells at 


Kaa-Ma’an with Shaubak and 
Tafileh is almost completed. 

The possibility of recycling 
water supplies is also likely to 
come up for discussion at the 
symposium. Papers have been 
prepared which tackle the ur- 
gent question of water pollu- 
tion, and the particular prob- 
lems of potable water supplies. 
There are others which address 
themselves rather to the man- 
agerial side of water affairs. 

The object of the sympo- 
sium, then, will be “to expose 
the problems of water in gene- 
ral in Jordan for discussion' 
Mr. Nimry said, “and to try to 
crane up with some sort of 
consolidated ideas about how 
we win manage our water af- 
fairs” 


As the crackle of machine- 
gun fire drew closer, he herded 
his small group of weary gue- 
rrillas into a jeep and sped aw- 
ay from the advancing Israeli 
troops. 

The scene was repeated ma- 
ny times in south Lebanon to- 
day as Palestinian and Lebane- 
se leftist forces reeled before a 
massive Israeli onslaught by 
land, sea and air. Independent 
estimates put tbe number of 
Israeli troops involved at 20,000. 

The biggest Israeli assault 
was on Bint Jbeil, a major Pal- 
estinian-leftist stronghold less 
than three kms. south of Beit 
Yahoun. 

One member of Fateh, the 
biggest guerrilla group, descri- 
bed the Israeli tactics : 

“First the planes come, then 
they pound us with heavy ar- 
tillery for hours,” he said. 

“Next are mortars, and fin- 
ally the infantry moves in with 
the support of big tanks. 

“We don't have the men or 


the weapons to hold them. All 
we can do is kill as many as 
we can, then pull out at the 
last minute.” 

The guerrillas’ tactics app- 
eared to be pull back and re- 
group, harass the advancing Is- 
raelis, then retreat again. 

As a result, they said their 
casualties were light, but no- 
body seemed sure how far nor- 
th they would be pushed. 

There was no evidence of ci- 
vilian casualties in the south. 

While the Israeli troops con- 
tinued their relentless advan- 
ce, four gunboats pounded Pal- 
estinian strongpoints along the 
coast south of the port of Tyre. 

During the night the barrage 
became so intense that camer- 
amen four kms. away could 
read their light meters by the 
flashes of exploding shells. 

In the afternoon the Israelis 
brought the battle north to Da- 
mour, a town of Palestinian re- 
fugees only 24 kms. from Be- 
irut.

Israeli raids leave 
dead , wounded children

BEIRUT, Lebanon, March 15 
(AP). — The Israeli jets bolted 
out of the clouds swooping in 
from the seaside and releasing 
what one teenage girl called 
“red hot arrows right into our 
home,” 

The jets were rocketing Pal- 
estinian and Lebanese refugee 
camps in the capital. In three 
separate raids, a force of at 
least six warplanes hit Damour, 
ten miles south of Beirut, and 
the Sabra Ouzai and Bourj Ba- 
rajneh camps on the edge of Be- 
irut, according to Lebanese air 
controllers and eyewitnesses. 

Despite Israel claims that 
they were targeting only mili- 
tary objectives, numberous so- 
urces said civilian centers and, 
in one case, a hospital were 
hit 

Dr. Fathi Arafat, elder bro- 
ther of Palestinian leader Yas- 
ser Arafat, said rockets hit a 
hospital in Damour, housing so- 
me 10,000 refugees evicted from 
the destroyed Tal A1 Zaatar 
camp during the civil war. 

The balding, 53-year-old doc- 


tor was examining injured refu- 
gees at the “Jerusalem Hospi- 
tal” just outside Beirut’s Sa- 
bra refugee camp. He led rep. 
orters to a ward, pointing to 
a wounded woman and two wh- 
ite sacks containing corpses of 
two dead children. 

“Do these look like military 
targets to you,” Arafat asked, 
opening the sacks, “they rock- 
eted the camps indiscriminate- 
ly” 

Two guerrillas in camoufla- 
ge fatigues rushed into the wa- 
rd canying a 17-year-old refu- 
gee girl, bleeding profusely. 

“The Jews fell on our heads 
from the sky and spurted arro- 
ws of redhot fire right into our 
home,” said the girl, Sua Rajeh. 
"They stayed less than two mi- 
nutes, disappeared briefly then 
came back and hit again.” 

Outside, in the corridor, a 44 - 
year-old refugee woman rush- 
ed to Arafat, wept on his sho- 
ulder and implored “please sa- 
ve my son.” 

“Waladi, waladi (my son, my 
son),” said the woman, Nafissa 
Jabr. “His belly is open, his arm 
is cut off. I want him to live 
please.” * 
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An invasion that 
makes one proud 

For someone who refers to history so often in 
pressing his claims, Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin has a peculiar ability to ignore the hard 
lessons of history when it comes to dealing with the 
Palestinian people. This is seen in the Israeli retalia- 
tory invasion of south Lebanon, which presumably 
is Mr. Begin’s way of trying to cut off the arm of the 
PLO, as he boasted he would do. The fact of history 
that stares Mr. Begin in the face -- and that he and 
his fellow Israelis refuse to acknowledge -- is that 
the PLO and the Palestinian resistance are not one- 
armed monsters that can be silenced by cutting of 
their arm. Rather, they are hydra-like, multi-headed ; 
organisms with too much life and too much defused 
vitality to be wiped away with one blow by Mr. Begirt 
and his American weapons. It took the Americans 
about ten years to learn this fact with the Vietnamese 
people. Mir. Begin is in the midst of his learning ; 
process. 

Unless Mr. Begin has three million airplanes and 
three million bombs to kill all three million 
Palestinians, whatever he tries to do in south 
Lebanon or anywhere else in an act of futility on the 
same scale and of the same kind as the hapless 
American attempt to beat the Vietnamese in Vietnam. 
And for Mir. Begin to direct his wrath at the PLO is 
similarly an exercise of hopelessness. The PLO is 1 
nothing but a symbol of an entire people’s struggle 
for their rights. If Mr. Begin attacks the PLO, 
tomorrow there will be an ALO, and a~BLO and a 
CLO and a DLO to take its place, and then an ELO 
and an FLO and a GLO, and as many combinations of 
letters and fighters as there are Palestinians alive in 
the world. If Mr. Begin cannot see this, he is destined 
to keep hunting down Palestinians for the rest of his 
life, and if he- kills a Palestinian for every minute of 
his life, he will die with millions of Palestinians still 
alive to dance on his grave. 

The Israeli attack on south Lebanon is a reflection 
of Israeli weakness, frustration and failure. If it takes 
all the American airplanes and tanks and ships of the 
Israeli armed forces and 25,000 soldiers to counter 
ten Palestinian men and one Palestinian woman 
guerrilla, then we think all Arabs and all Palestinians 
can look to this week's Israeli strike with a deep sense 
of pride. The lessons of Vietnam are being learned 
again in Palestine.

Under the heading “The Unreasonable Situation" AL RAT 
Wednesday said that unnaturally the Arabs , seem at present to 
have lost their cohesion and desire for self-defence or even sur- 
vival. 

The newspaper says the Arabs, who are the most peaceful 
people in the world, have not agreed on or enlist their potentia- 
lities for peace. And they, the most famed people in the world 
in wars, have not prepared themselves to confront aggression, 
particularly at a time when their honour is at stake. 

And today, now that the Israeli people have given their go- 
vernment a carte blanche to carry out reprisal operations to the 
extent of annihilation, the Begin government has ordered its 
troops inside Lebanese territory while the Arab situation is still 
completely paralysed. 

"Was the intention to wash one's hands of the blood of 
one’s brethren, or to gloss over the Arab blood being shed?”

SALT, March 15 — The Zarqa 
and Madaba Municipalities Sy- 
mposium ended today with 
calls for mayors and municipal 
councils to be elected by public 
ballot and for women to be 
allowed the right to vqte and 
to stand as candidates in mu- 
nicipal elections. 

The two-day symposium, the 
latest in a series being held in 
govemorates throughout the 
Kingdom this year, also recom- 
mended that all permanent re- 
sidents of municipalities who 
are Jordanian citizens over IS 
years of age be allowed to vo- 


te in municipal elections, drop- 
ping the requirement that vote- 
rs be registered payers of pro- 
perty tax or municipal taxes. 

The recommendations, if im- 
plemented, would give a more 
liberal complexion to municipal 
election laws, which are curr- 
ently under review. For insta- 
nce, women are allowed to vo- 
te in elections for parliament 
but not >n municipal elections. 
The practice now is for may- 
ors to be chosen by other co- 
uncil members or appointed. 

Mr. Asem Ghosheh, who rep- 
resented the Ministry of Muni- 
cipal and Rural Affairs at the 
symposium, told the Jordan Ti-

the series of municipal sympo- 
siums is decentralisation and 
pooling of regional resources' to 
deal with regional problems, a 
theme propounded by His Ma- 
jesty King Hussein last April. 

This should secure local par- 
ticipation in running the affa- 
irs of the municipalities. Muni- 
cipalities are being encouraged 
to choose, plan and finance th- 
eir own projects. The ministry. 
Mr. Ghosheh said, will step in 
to provide advice and expertise 
or to supervise implementation 
when asked to do so. The idea 
is to reduce big government in- 
terference. increase the releva- 
nce of municipal projecis and 
provide incentives for local par- 
ticipation. 

Another dominant theme is 
regional cooperation. The idea 
Is to encourage smaller villages 
and towns to get together and 
form joint councils that will 
provide common public servi- 
ces. In this way several ■villa- 
ges may share one clinic or 
one school, for instance, cutting 
down costs, avoiding duplica- 
tion of efforts and improving 
quality at the same lime. 

The idea for this arose in the 
first such symposium in Irbid 
last September. Mr- G'nosheh 
said. Four such councils in lrbid 
and one in Jarash have already 
been formed and have started 
to operate. 

The Zarqa and Madaba sym- 
posium also recommended the 
formation of joint councils for 
public services in the two go- 
vernors tes- 
ta addition, it recommended 
that municipalities collect pro- 
perty tax and levy taxes on 
factories and other business es- 
tablishments within their muni- 
cipal boundaries. 

It was suggested, however, 
that the central government be 
responsible for installing water 
mains, drainage and electricity 
due to the large cost involved. 

Today's symposium celebrat- 
ed Arab Cities Day, named by 
the Arab Cities Organisation. 
Fifteen Jordanian towns and 
cities are represented in the 
pan-Arab Kuwait-based organi- 
sation. The organisation has a 
development fund which start- 
ed operating three months ago 
and it provides loans and train- 
ed experts to Arab cities to 
help carry out municipal pro- 
jects.

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Religious leaders take stand against 

Israeli practices in holy places 

^ 4 MAN K W&rch 15 (JNA). — Christian and Moslem re- 
ligioiE leaders in Jordan held a one-day conference here 
today to study, illegal Israeli practices in the occupied 
holy places and Arab territories. At the end of the con- 
ference, a statement was issued stressing the need for 
strengthens*® national unity to face up to the Israeli acts 
of aggression on occupied Arab territory. The statement 
said leaders (rf both religions denounce any changes in 
the character of the holy places and of the Arab lands. 
They also denounce Israeli attempts to seize a mosque 
built over the tomb of the King David and measures to 
occupy buildings adjacent to the Aqsa Mosque and at- 
tempts. to construct a new Wailing Wall. The religious 
leaders appealed to all nations to shoulder their historic 
responsibilities in the face of these illegal Israeli practi- 
ces which threaten world peace. During the meeting, the 
religions leaders. studied a report prepared by the Minis- 
try of Islamic Affairs concerning the Israeli activities. 

Pharmacists law amended 

AMMAN, March 15 (JNA). — A royal decree was issued 
today approving an amendment to the law governing the 
practice of pharmacy. The amendment authorises the 
council of ministers to fix the rate of profits on all types 
of medicines. Another decree issued today approved a 
law for granting the title of specialist in dentistry. The 
new law requires dentists to produce certificates of spe- 
cialisation approved by the Jordanian Dentists Associa- 
tion before they can hang copies of such certificates in 
their surgeries. 

Loan expected from Kuwait fond 

AMMAN, March 15 (JNA). — Jordan is to obtain a loan 
from the Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic Development 
to finance the expansion of the A1 Hussein Thermal Po- 
wer Station. The loan, totalling 5,900,000 Kuwaiti Dinars 
will be used for installing two new thermal generators 
each with a capacity of 66 megawatts, the purchase of 
cables, pylons and communication equipment linking the 
‘station with Amman. A royal decree was issued today 
empowering the government to ratify the agreement 
with the Kuwaiti fund. 

Deadline set for TV licenee fees 

AMMAN* March 15 (JNA). — The Ministry of Finance 
has set the end of March as the deadline for payment of 
fees for television sets licences. An official source at the 
ministry said fines will be imposed on those who do not 
pay the fees by that date. 

Social Security Fund operates at a profit 

AMMAN, March 15 (JNA). — The Social Security Fund 
received JD 53,766 during the past two months. Ministry 
of Finance sources said today. Expenditure of the fund 
amounted to JD 36. 136, dini ng the same period.

Mrs. Lise Oestergaard, Dan- 
ish Chairman of the two-day 
ministerial meeting which end- 
ed last night, said talks on the 
new convention would formally 
begin on July 24. 

But sources in the Euro p ea n 
Economic Community (EEC) 
said the real negotiations would 
begin in September. 

Mr. Patterson said the suc- 
cessor to the Lome Conven- 
tion, which runs until 1980, 
must take account of the pro- 
gress, or lack of it, towards a 
new economic order. 

A proposal but forward in 
the EEC’s Executive Commis- 
sion to link community aid to 
respect for h uman rights got 
debated this week, but the 
ACP states opposed the idea. 

Mrs. Oestergaard, Danish 
Minister Without Portfolio, 
said the nine had not yet 
agreed on their negotiating po- 


sition for the new pact, so they 
ted no common stand on this 
question. 

Stabex plan extension wanted 

The Jamaican minister said 
the ACP countries want the 
community's Stabex system, 
devised to stabilise export ear- 
nings, to be extended to new 
commodities in the next pact 
including copper and phos- 
phates. 

Mrs. Oestergard said the 
EEC will study demands made 
here to add five commodities, 
including tobacco, to the 19 
covered under the system. 

There was a dispute between 
the EEC and ACP about claims 
for Stabex payments sought by 
Gabon, Mali and Kenya. 

An ACP envoy said a solu- 
tion seemed to be emerging, 
but >f the mediation of Mr. 
Patterson and Mrs. Oesterga- 
ard foiled to solve it, ACP was 
ready to take it to arbitration. 

The meeting did not formal- 
ly discuss the pact negotiations 
but they were at the back of 
ministers’ minds as they made 
their annual review of how the 
existing pact is working. 


U.S.’s Blumenthal urges 
action to cut deficit 

WASHINGTON, March 15 (R). — Treasury Secretary Mich- 
ael Blumenthal yesterday called for vigorous action to cut the 
United States big trade deficit 

Testifying before a Senate Finance Subcommittee, be said 
the deficit, which totalled nearly $27 billion in 1977, was a 
serious matter. 

He told Finance Committee Chairman Russell Long in res- 
ponse to a question that to aid the U.S. currency. Congress 
■should adopt President Carter's economic programme which in- 
cludes a $25 billion tax cut 

He also noted that the United States had entered into agree- 
ments with West Germany and other governments to prevent 
disorderly markets and was working with other nations to in- 
crease U.S. exports. 

One reason for the trade imbalance was that tile U.S. eco- 
nomy was growing faster than those of other nations and as 
a result America was importing more, he said. 


Antarctic rocks show signs of life 



Antarctic sandstone rock, magnified about 10 times, was found to be teeming 
with microbes, algea and fungi, when heated and broken open by a Florida 
State University research team. The living material, appearing as a dark line 
under the surface (arrow), was identified in rocks strewn over more t h a n 100 
locations in the frozen deserts of Antarctica. The discoveries have suggested 
to several scientists that the- same kind of life may exist inside the rocks of a 
planet like Mars, where the Hfmato closely resembles the dry valleys of the 
Antarctic. The two Viking spacecraft that landed on Mars could not break 
open and analyze their interiors. (IPS photo) 


Japan cuts bank rate to 
halt inflows of hot funds 


TOKYO, March 15, (R). — Japan today cut 
its official bank rate to put a new squeeze on 
inflows of “hot" money from abroad in an ef- 
fort to bolster the sluggish economy and halt 
the surge of the yen. 

Bank of Japan governor Teiichlro Morinaga 
told a news conference he hoped the bank 
rate reduction - - to 3.5 per cent from 4.25 per 
cent - - would stimulate the economy. 

But business leaders, while welcoming to- 
day's action, doubted whether It would be 
sufficient by itself to power the Japanese eco- 


nomy towards the seven per cent growth tar- 
get set by the government for fiscal 1978. And 
foreign exchange dealers were generally scep- 
tical over whether the measures would halt 
upward pressure on the yen. 

Today's measures, the dealers said, did not 
affect the fundamental reason for the yen’s 
sharp rise - - Japan’s huge current account ba- 
lance of payments surplus. 

Exchange dealers said if foreigners conti- 
nued to believe the yen was going to rise fur- 
ther they mi g h t continue their investments 
- - interest or no interest.

LONDON, (F.T.) — Floating 

■ on the brackish waters of a 
tidal estuary just outside of 
Freetown, capital of Sierra 
Leone, is a raft made of bam- 
boo and oil drums. Beneath 
the raft on dozens of strings 
h a n g several thousand young 

• oysters. Along the coast are 
other, similar rafts, each car- 
rying the same hidden cargo. 

They are part of a project 
that could provide a valuable 

■ and much needed extra sour- 
- ce of protein, not only for the 

people of Sierra Leone, but 
for many coastal nations of 
West Africa. 

The Sierra Leone oyster cu- 
lture project is being carried 
out by the Fisheries Division 
of the Ministry of Agriculture 

■ and Natural Resources, with 
the support of the Internati- 
onal Development Research 
Centre of Canada. Although 
the project began only 18 
months ago, It is already be- 
ginning to produce significant 
results. 

Why odtivate oysters? 

Yet the first question that 
strikes a visitor, looking aro- 
und the estuary, is "Why cul- 
tivate oysters?" For the t ial 
estuaries here are surrounded 
by mangrove swamps, where 
millions of wild oysters grow. 

Balanced astride the raft as 
it rolls gently on the incom- 
ing tide, Abu Kamara, senior 
fisheries officer with the min- 
istry, explains: “Of course 
the oysters are abundant in 
the estuaries, but they are ge- 
nerally small and they cluster 
on the mangrove roots. They 
are small because they are cr- 
owded. and also because wh- 
en they grow on the mangro- 
ves they are out of the water 
at low tide, for about eight 
hours a day. The lack of food, 
the stress of the heat and the 
crowding contribute to their 
: small size. 

“We hope that with the raft 
method which we developed 
r in 1974, tiie oysters will grow 

rapidly. And the results so 
far are encouraging." 

To most people In the Wes- 
tern world oysters are a lux- 
* uiy food. But there on the 

West African coast, as in 
parts of Aria and the Garib- 
. bean, they are an Important 

protein source for the poor- 


est people. 

"But most of the oysters 
that are harvested at the mo- 
ment are wild oysters,” says 
Abu Kamara. “The average 
size of the wild oyster meat 
is between one and two gra-

LISBON, Portugal (AP). — 

Three years ago Olimpio Alv- 
es was a prosperous oil exe- 
cutive in Angola. Driven out 
by civil war there, he arrived 
in Portugal a penniless* refu- 
gee. 

Now Mr. Alves has new pr- 
osperity as owner of a thriv- 
ing supermarket, and he no 
longer yearns for Angola. “I 
have found a new life;" he 
says. 

Thousands of refugees from 
Portugal's former colonies in 
Africa and most recently Ti- 
mor in Asia, desperate for jo- 
bs and homes when they rea- 
ched Portugal, are recovering 
lost wealth. In the process, 
officials say, they are provid- 
ing a significant stimulus to 
an economy hurt by under- 
production and unemployment. 

The “retornados,” Portugue- 
se for returnees, were a heavy 
burden when they began ar- 
riving nearly three years ago. 
The Lisbon government spent 
vast amounts on emergency 
housing and food. 

Government loans totaling 
the escudo equivalent of $300 
million helped give the refu- 
gees a new start Mr. Alves’ 
story is typical of many. 

Mr. Alves, 42, fled with his 
wife and two adolescent sons 
from Luanda, the Angolan 

capital. 

“It was very hand at first," 
he said. “We had to get out 
because of the civil war and 
the communists, and there 
didn’t seem to be anything 
for us in Portugal. 

“Luckily, a - friend had bou- 
ght a bit of land outside Lis- 
bon on the coast- There was 
a big empty building on it 
and we decided to turn it into 
a supermarket together. 


ms, whereas the weight of the 
raft-grown oysters’ meat is 
between four and five grams 
in nine months.

Future hopes 

Once tiie technique is ful- 
ly developed, Abu Kamara ho- 
pes the government will con- 
sider setting up oyster coope- 
ratives, to raise oysters on a 
large scale.

“It was something of a co- 
medown for us. In Angola, we 
were used to much higher liv- 
ing standards, with two cars, 
maids, a bfg house, paid holi- 
days. But we have been ma- 
king a fair profit, which has 
gone toward repaying the 
loan. 

“Now we are beginning to 
live more comfortably. The 
main thing is we have surviv- 
ed by our own hard work, 
and that’s something we can 
be proud of." 

It is impossible to determi- 
ne how many of the refugees 
there are in Portugal now. 
Estimates run as high as a 
million, about a tenth of Por- 
tugal’s population. 

Most are white, middle-class 
settlers with only one or two 
generations of colonial life. 
Others are black or of mixed 
race Their tropical faces and 
bright scarves are a constant 
reminder of the former em- 
pire of which only Macao, the 
enclave near Hong Kong, re- 
mains. 

The refugees left the colo- 
nies hurriedly, their belongin- 
gs seized _by new nationalist 
governments or sold at a fra- 
ction of their value. Hundreds 
spent weds sleeping cm the 
floor at Lisbon’s airport, then 
moved into unheated toils for 
the winter. 

Tens of thousands lived in 
hotels for months at govern- 
ment expense. 

Hie newcomers, many of 


und 60 kilos (132 lbs) of oys- 
ter meat in six to nine mon- 
ths, and with a minimum of 
effort. “Once they have the 
rafts assembled, then all they 
have to do is lay them out 
and continue to do something 
else.” 

The raft design has been 
kept as simple as possible, 
making use of locally availa- 
ble materials -- mainly bam- 
boo poles and oil drums; a 
raft costs around 60 Leones 
($63). A few hundred shells 
are suspended from the stri- 
ngs beneath the raft, and pro- 
vide an ideal surface on which 


them politically conservative, 
faced suspicion in Portugal, 
which was struggling to sta- 
bilise a center-left democracy 
following the 1974 revolution 
that ended Lisbon’s colonial 
policy.

The settlers used govern- 
ment loans to start factories, 
construction firms, farms, ba- 
rs, restaurants and hotels. 
When possible, they gave pre- 
ference in contracts and hir- 
ing to other refugees. 

Now employers say they 
prefer to hire “retornados". 

“They’re more reliable,” a 
Labour Ministry official said. 
"They work harder and long- 
er and they don’t go on strike. 
Urey know what It's like to 
have nothing.” 

Hie government plans to 
cut back support for refugees 
this year. It says their busi- 
nesses are expanding too fast 
for the economy, which must 
be slowed down to keep im- 
ports in check.

Another re- 
ason why people are not uti- 
lising the oysters is because 
the methods of preparation 
are often not very hygienic. 
The oysters have to be steam- 
ed, frequently they are left 
exposed to the flies after they 
are shelled.” 

“If we are able to coroe up 
with a good successful meth- 
od of raising and processing; 
the oysters, I think It will co- 
ntribute significantly to incre- 
asing the protein available In 
the country. When you raise 
oysters you have control, you 
know the amount you raise 
and What to expect provided 
other things are all favourab- 
le. Of course, you also have 
to sell them...” 

The project Is also provid- 
ing on-the-job training for re- 
searchers from countries that 
might be interested in oyster 
culture. “At a later stage", 
says Abu Kamara, “we may 
give seminars and lailnc , pub- 
lish reports or actually visit 
tiie areas and talk to people 
about where to grow and how 
to grow oysters.”

JOHANNESBURG. South Af- 
rica (AP). — Scientists at a 
South African university have 
discovered a new method of 
extracting petroleum products 
from coal, a Johannesburg 
newspaper reported recently. 

The Johannesburg Star said 
Potchefstroom University scie- 
ntists have found a process 
that accelerates and short-cir- 
cuits the existing oil-from-coal 
process and allows up to 70 
per cent higher yield in fuel 
and by-products. 

The method uses various 
“black products” including co- 
al, tax and low quality brown 
coal, it continued. 


H» university, 70 miles so- 
uthwest of here, said that by 
manipulating reaction condi- 
tions, the amounts of produc- 
ts -- light hydrocarbon gases, 
petrol, diesel and heavy oil -- 
can be varied. 

The process was developed 
by the university's Institute 
for Petroleum and Chemical 
Research and was the result of 
years of basic research.

Until Sicily is combed, current Italian 
police drive against the Mafia is useless

ROME (FT) — ' Towards the 
end of February the Italian 
police dealt two heavy blows 
at their ancient adversary, the 
Mafia. Within the space of a 
few days they raided two me- 
etings of ‘the family". This 
new round of the long battle 
is unlikely to have resulted 
in a knockout though, for the 
Mafia Is not easily vanquish- 
ed. 

The police action was taken 
because it is well known in 
Italy that Mafiosi axe heavily 
involved in the wave of kid- 
nappings of prominent citize- 
ns and members of their fa- 
milies which is sweeping the 
country. 

To deliver the first blow 
the police swooped on a villa 
in Legnano, a suburb of Mi- 
lan, and arrested seven Mafia 
bosses who were gathered th- 
ere for a summit meeting to 
appoint a new “godfather** to 
replace Ignazio Scelta who 


the Mafiosi themselves had 
had eliminated a few days ea- 
rlier. 

The second raid was in Ro- 
me. Here, the police rounded 
up eleven local bosses and 
their lieutenants who were 

suspected of kidnapping and 

other crimes. Warrants had 
been issued for 30 suspects 
in all, of whom four were al- 
ready in jail. The remaining 
fifteen are on the run. 

Reaction to kidnappings 

This forceful action was no 
doubt inspired by public con- 
cern over the almost daily 
reports of kidnappings follow- 
ed by the payment erf huge 
ransoms. Such crimes, espec- 
ially when they involve lead- 
ing industrialists and other 
well-known persons who hab- 
itually travel with bodyguar- 
ds, call for expert planning 
and excution. Only a close- 
knit dan like the Mafia, it is 
argued, could stage so many 


Public concern over the spate of kidnappings 
in Italy has caused the police to take strong ac- 
tion a gains t the Mafia.

kidnappings and succeed in 
most of them. 

Moreover, the attraction of 
this kind of .criminality is ob- 
vious: It yields quicker and 
bigger returns than more ro- 
utine crimes, such as counter- 
feiting, drug smuggling, ext- 
ortion, “protection", prostitut- 
ion, and so on. The band wh- 
ose members were arrested in 
Rome was said to have col- 
lected more than 4,000 mil- 
lion lire (about £2.5 million) in 
ransom money up to fee time 
of their arrest 
Kidnapping in northern It- 
aly has been equity lucrative. 


The raid in Legnano was aim- 
ed especially at catching one 
Gerlando Alberti, a Mafia bo- 
ss in the Turin area who has 
been hiding from fee police 
for several months. He is sus- 
pected of having master-min- 
ded the many kidnappings in 
that area, and in Milan, and 

of using the ransoms to fina- 
nce drug trafficking. 

Tipped-off 

Alberti had been spotted by 
plainclothes policemen going 
to and from the villa where 
fee summit took place. Uni-

formed police had been staked 
out In an adjacent flat, but 
on the night they swooped he 
was missing, probably as the 
result of a tip-off. 

The police did however ha- 
ul in another notable catch 
at Legflono - - John Richard 
Lo Voto. an American citizen 
now resident in New York, 
but of Italian origin. Lo Voto 
had arrived In Italy not many 
days before, and is thought to 
have presided over the gath- 
ering at Legnano. 

The villa there had been re- 
nted by well-known trigger 
man, one Giuseppe Mirabella, 
known by the nickname of 
"Pippo". He was said to be 
acting under orders from Al- 
berti, who is believed to have 
been responsible for planning 
some of the worst crimes per- 
petrated by the "honoured so- 
ciety" In northern Italy over 
the past 20 years. 

Back to Sicily 

But though fee arrested su- 
spects have been operating in 
such cities as Rome. Milan, 
Turin -- where the best tar- 
gets for kidnapping are to be 
found -- fee heartland of the 
Mafia Is still where it always 
was, in Sicily, and notably in 
the city of Palermo. 

Three of the seven men ar- 
rested at Legnano were bom 
in Palermo. So was Gerlando 
Alberti. So, too, was Lo Voto, 
and when he was arrested he 
was in possession of airline 
ticket stubs from New York 
to Palermo, and from Palermo 
to Milan. These indicated that 
he had called at headquarters 
on the way to fee important 
summit. His itinerary, and ev- 
en his very presence, confirm- 
ed fee close ties which are 
said to exist between the mo- 
ther Mafia in Sicily and Its 
even more flourishing daugh- 
ter in fee United States, “Co- 
sa Nostra”. 

Big organisation 

It seems clear that the two 
branches of “the fomAy** con- 
sult together about key deci- 
sions affecting them on both 
continents.

If it is difficult to fight the 
Mafia in cities like Rome and 
Milan, it is even more diffi- 
cult in Palermo. There, it tak- 
es a brave policeman to arreist 
a suspected Mafia member, 
and an even braver magistrate 
to convict him. Yet only In 
Palermo could action be taken 
which would really threaten 
the Mafia empire.

Foreign policy advisers to

All three nationalist parties 
noted that the Western powers 
on the Security Council absta- 
ined in the U.N. vote yester- 
day and said this was encour- 
aging. 

“It is significant that the 
United States, Britain, France, 
anc West Germany abstained,” 
said ANC-Sithole spokesman 
Joseph Masangomai. 

“This shows at least that 
they have their reservations 
and I think this is a step for-

ward to recognition of the ag- 
reement we have reached.” 
ZUPO General Secretary 
John Hungwe said: "It is en- 
couraging to note that the 
Western powers abstained from 
voting and indeed there are 
indications that they are tak- 
ing a more realistic view of the 
internal settlement. 

“The agreement is a fact of 
life and the overwhelming ma- 
jority of our people in this co- 
untry have accepted it,” he ad- 
ded. 

UANC spokesman David Mu- 
kome said the parties would 
form a transitional government 
quickly designed to lead the co- 
untry to majority rule. 

“Once we have majority rule 
-- once we have delivered the 
goods -- the United Nations 
will be left with no choice but 
to recognise the agreement” 
The U.N. resolution was ad- 
opted by a ten to zero vote 
with abstentions cast by the 
Western powers -- the United 
States, Britain, Canada, Fran- 
ce, and West Germany.

Holland 
expects 
Molnccans 
to try again 


ASSEN Netherlands, March 
IS (AP). — Holland’s crack 
anti-terrorist troops have en- 
ded one more act of violence 
by South Moluccas extremists 
but Dutch officials warned to- 
day that no end is yet is sight 
to the simmering unrest of the 
disgruntled minority. 

After Royal Marines freed 
70 hostages from a local gov- 
ernment building taken over by 
Moluccan militants in this nor- 
thern town, officials predicted 
that more terror strikes will 
follow. 

“Of course, they will tty it 
again. As long as there are 
South Moluccans in jail, their 
comrades will try to force 
their release,” said city spo- 
kesman Chris van der Veen. 
“There’s no way to stop them 
from hatching these plots.” 

The Assen headquarters of 
the D rente provincial govern- 
ment was the latest target of 
militants in a long-running 
campaign to dramatise claims 
to an independent Moluccan 
homeland in Indonesia. Three 
South Moluccans, aged 19, 20 
and 22, were overpowered by a 
60-man unit of Dutch marines 
who stormed the building yes- 
terday, ending a 29-hour siege. 

The Moluccans bad shot and 
killed a 40-year-old man and 
issued demands for the release 
of 21 jailed compatriots, a 
$13 million ransom and a fli- 
ght out of the country. 

The Dutch government has 
had to deni with three other 
Moluccan hostage incidents in 
the Assen area since 1975. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 
(AP). — A top State Depart- 
ment official has said that the 
United States remains “un- 
equivocally ready” to establish' 
diplomatic and trade relations 
with Vietnam but not under 
the conditions imposed by Ha- 
noi 

The Assistant Secretary of 
State for East Asian and Paci- 
fic Affairs, Richard Holbrooke, 
said negotiations for a norma- 
lisation of relations are still 
bogged down over Vietnam’s 
insistence that this step be pre- 
ceded by U.S. commitment to 
provide economic assistance. 

Mr. Holbrooke testified before 
the International Relations 
Subcommittee of the House of 
Representatives on Asian and 
Pacific Affairs. 

He said the United States 
and Vietnam made “slight but 
significant” progress towards 
Improving relations during 
three negotiating sessions last 
year in Paris. 

He noted that the United 


States dropped its opposition 
to Vietnamese entry into the 
United Nations and that there 
was same progress in obtain- 
ing an accounting from Viet- 
nam of Americans missing in 
action. 

Mr. Holbrooke said no date 
has been set for the next me- 
eting between the U.S. and 
Vietnamese authorities in Pa- 
ris but suggested one might be 
arranged for late spring. 

Mr. Holbrooke said the ad- 
ministration places high prio- 
rity on maintaining friendly re- 
lations with the non-commu- 
nist countries of Southeast 
Asia. He noted that Vice Pre- 
sident Walter Mondale soon 
will visit Thailand, the Philip- 
pines and Indonesia at the re- 
quest of President Carter. 

Mr. Holbrooke also reaffirm- 
ed the U.S. commitment to the 
1972 Shanghai Communique 
but said the U.S. wfll not ful- 
fill normalisation of ties with 
communist China in a way 
that jeopardises the well-being 
of the people of Taiwan. 


Saudi Arabia ready to buy warplanes 
elsewhere if U.S. delays F-15 deal 


WASHINGTON, March 15 
(AP). — Saudi Arabia has told 
the United States rt is prepar- 
ed. to go elsewhere for warpla- 
nes if its proposed purchase of 
60 F-15 jetfighters becomes bo- 
gged down in Congress, a State 
Department official said. 

Mr. J. Brian Atwood, Depu- 
ty Assistant Secretary of Sta- 
te, said yesterday he has been 
told by Saudi Arabia that "a 
delay is just as bad as a re- 
jection” because Saudi Arabia 
must have the planes as quick- 
ly as possible to meet its de- 
fence needs. 

Some members of the U.S. 
Congress have criticised the 
arms sale as proposed by Pre- 
sident Jimmy Carter because it 
lumps together the sale of pla- 
nes to Saudi Arabia and Egypt 
with a deal to sell arms and 


jetfighters to Israel. 

The Congressional resistance 
has become more vocal since 
the attack by Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation commandos 
in Israel last weekend, and 
some Congressmen have indica- 
ted they favour postponing ac- 
tion on the sale. 

Mr. Atwood, the State Dep- 
artment’s chief lobbyist on the 
warplane issue, said the Saudis 
are particularly concerned ab- 
out a possible six-month de- 
lay by Congress on the sale. It 
fears such a delay would drag 
out to more than a year be- 
cause of election-year recesses. 

“They (the Saudis) simply 
couldn't tolerate another ye- 
ar's delay,” Mr. Atwood said 
in a telephone interview. "They 
have legitimate defence views." 

Mr. Atwood said Saudi Ara- 


bia probably would seek Fren- 
ch Mirage F-Is and future pur- 
chases of more sophisticated 
French jetfighters if the U.S. 
sale fell through. He said the 
Saudis might also consider tur- 
ning to other countries for 
arms, but ruled out any possi- 
bility of their seeking arms 
from communist nations. 

Democratic Sen. Henry Jack- 
son reportedly told a group of 
reporters during a breakfast 
meeting yesterday that the 
prospects of the arms package 
being approved has been dim- 
med by the Palestinian attack 
on Saturday and a Saudi radio 
broadcast “commending” It 

Tile Saudi Embassy in Wash- 
ington issued a statement say- 
ing its government "condemns 
terrorism in all its forms." The 
embassy earlier had said the 
broadcast did not reflect the 


government position on the 
raid. 

The administration’s arms 
package calls for 60 F-15s being 
sold to Saudi Arabia, 50 F-5E 
Tiger jets to Egypt and 90 F- 
1% and F-16s to Israel. 

Saudi Ambassador All All 
Redha wrote to each member 
of Congress this week urging 
approval of the arms package, 
and said rejection could be 
construed as “a sign by com- 
munists and radicals that the 
U.S. was reconsidering its sup- 
port for Saudi Arabia.” 

A five-page statement accom- 
panying the letter noted that 
Saudi Arabia holds a quarter 
of the world's oil reserves and 
“has a special responsibility to 
itself and to the industrial 
world to assure protection of 
this vital resource.” 


More than an end to a mere 
quarrel lies behind China’s 
bid for Indian friendship

NEW DELHI, (AP) — Althou- 
gh the official Indian response 
was cautious, a Chinese frie- 
ndship delegation made it cl- 
ear during a week In New 
Delhi that China hopes to sp- 
eed the slow thaw in relations 
with India. 

Mr. Wang Ping-nan, the se- 
nior Chinese diplomat leading 
the 12-member group, told In- 
dian parliamentarians on this 
week before heading south 
to Bombay that India and Ch- 
ina were like brothers who 
sometimes squabbled. 

“Even brothers have quar- 
rels,” the 72-year old Mr. 
Wang said. “But the quarrel 
is temporary and our friend- 
ship is eternal.” 

The “quarrel" that most In- 
dians have in mind is the pr- 
oblem of some 35,000 sq. kms. 
of mountainous land which 
India claims China has occu- 
pied illegally. 

The border dispute led to a 
brief but bloody conflict in 
1962 and has soured Indian- 
Chinese relations ever since. 

Peaceful means 

Mr. Wang, during a one- 
hour meeting with Indian Pri- 
me Minister Morarji Desai, 
indicated Peking is willing to 
discuss the question, the ma- 
jor obstacle to full normali- 
sation. 

“With patience, mutual ac- 
comodation and common und- 
erstanding, all problems can 
be solved." he told Mr. Desai. 


An Indian spokesman said 
both men agreed the dispute 
should be settled through “ne- 
gotiations and peaceful mea- 
ns." 

While in New Delhi, Mr. 
Wang also extended an invita- 
tion to External Affairs Min- 
ister A. B. Vajpayee to visit 
China, the first to a ranking 
Indian leader since the 1962 
conflict. He accepted the res- 
ervations. 

Mr. Vajpayee said he would 
travel to China at an “approp- 
riate time after due and care- 
ful preparation.” 

Authority (bckflog 

“The delegation's visit here 
is, no doubt a step forward 
in the search for normalising 
relations,” said an Indian of- 
ficial who participated in the 
talks this week. 

But he said Mr. Wang's 
mission had neither the au- 
thority nor the technical ex- 
pertise to deal with the bor- 
der question and other outsta- 
nding problems. 

The Chinese merely said th- 
at the dispute is a “legacy of 
imperialist history,” a referen- 
ce to 19th century British ma- 
ps of the region which inclu- 
ded the disputed area within 
Indian territory, he said. 

Bigger Chinese strategy 

"The ultimate test is to St 
down and talk about the is- 
sues that matter,” said the 
official, who asked not to be 
identified. 


Many observers here see 
the visit as part of a gene- 
ral initiative by China, to re- 
activate an Asian policy whi- 
ch the Peking leadership had 
set aside during the political 
turmoil that followed Chairm- 
an Mao Tse-tung’s death in 
1976. 

Last month. Vice Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping visited Bur- 
ma and Nepal and Vice Pre- 
mier Li Hsien-nien and Fore- 
ign Minister Huang Hua re- 
cently went to the Philippin- 
es. 

“The Chinese are trying to 
make up for the lost time,” 
an Asian diplomat said. 'Tf 
Peking doesn't re-ass ert its 
presence in the region, the 
Soviets may start to make 
headway.” 

The Soviet Union already 
had a close friend in India 
while Mrs. Indira Gandhi was 
Prime Minister. After her de- 
feat last year, the new gov- 
ernment under Mr. Desai an- 
nounced a policy of “genuine” 
non-alignment but neverthe- 
less has maintained its dose 
relationship with Moscow, Pe- 
king’s arch-enemy. 

Observers said Mr. Desai’s 
government is being extreme- 
ly cautious In its response to 
Peking because an attempt to 
quickly normalise Indo-Chinese 
ties could bring a hostile re- 
action both from Moscow and 
the Indian people. 

Internal oppos ition 

China and India down-gra- 
ded their embassies in New 


Delhi and Peking after the 
border war. Only in 1976 did 
they exchange ambassadors 
again. Mr. Wang’s visit was 
the major development since 
then. 

Memories of the 1962 conf- 
lict, in which India suffered 
heavy casualties, are still st- 
rong here. A wrong step in 
dealing with China would im- 
mediately be seized upon by 
the political opposition, an 
Indian source said. 

He pointed out that the 
Chinese delegation met with 
Mrs. Gandhi, a major critic 
of the government, apparent- 
ly to try to win friends am- 
ong the opposition too. 


Soviet concern 


An Asian diplomat said the 
Soviets are greatly concerned 
about tiie border question, be- 
ing solved, however unlikely 
at present 

An estimated one-third of 
India’s army troops are stat- 
ioned along the border with 
China, an enormous expense 
for this developing country. 
The Chinese have a compara- 
tively large number of soldi- 
ers on their side of the bor- 
der. 

However, once the dispute 
is settled, Peking would be 
free to transfer these forces 
to die troubled Sino-Saviet 
border, which would dearly 
be an undesirable developme- 
nt from Moscow's point of 
view, he said.

When the diamonds 
broke according to the prob- 
abilities, declarer was 
stranded with two red-suit 1 
losers. Down one. 

Declarer's plan was rather 
simplistic. He could have - 
improved on it without any 1 
risk. Since he could afford * 
to play three rounds of dia- 1 
monds without touching \ 
trumps if the suit divided ■ 
evenly, declarer might be j 
able to overcome a 4-2 dia- ■ 
mond break If East was the ■ 
defender who was short in 1 
diamonds. 

Correct technique after I 
ruffing the opening lead is 
to cash the ace of diamonds, ' 
cross to dummy's queen and . 
lead a diamond toward the 
closed hand. That puts East ‘ 
on the spot. If he discards,, 
declarer wins the king, ruffs i 
a diamond with the jack of j 
trumps and then draws 
trumps. At the end, declarer 
concedes a heart, but makes 
his slam. 

East, therefore, must ruff 
. the third diamond, but de- 
clarer now has yet another 
string to bis bow. He fol- 
lows with his low diamond 
and ruffs East's dub return. 
Now declarer draws just one 
round of trumps, then tries 
to cash the king of diamonds, 
discarding a heart from dum- 
my. If East started with a 
doubleton trump as well, he 
cannot ruff and declarer is 
home. He cashes the see- 
king of hearts and ruffs a 
heart in dummy, and the rest 
of his hand is high.

In 1974. The trial has been completed to the Lahore High Court 
at Lahore, 290 kms. southeast of here. The verdict is expected 
soon. If convicted. Mr. Bhutto may receive a jail terra of seve- 
ral years. Mrs. Nusrat Bhutto, wife of the deposed prime minis- 
ter and acting rh»irm»n of the PPP, was pot under house ar- 
rest in Lahore two days ago. Her detention will last 15 days. 

Arab body meet condemns Sadat’s moves 

LONDON, March 15 (R). — The Arab Popular Congress has con- 
demned Egyptian President Anwar Sadat for what It called Ms 
surrender to Israel, tire Libyan Jamahiriyah news agency repor- 
ted. It said the Permanent Secretariat of the congress, which op- 
ened in Tripoli on March 12. endorsed the bill of indictment pre- 
sented by a draft committee on the various aspects of Mr. Sadat’s 
trial for treason and for having sold out the Arab cause. The 
accusation followed from the Egyptian leader’s peace overtures 
to Israel that began with a trip to occupied Jerusalem last Nov- 
ember. 

Fifty die in Argentine prison rebellion 

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina March 15 (AP). r-- Prison officials 
today listed at least 50 inmates dead of asphbdatwn and burns 
in the aftermath of what was described as the largest rebellion 
In the 50-year history of Argentina’s biggest prison. The rebel- 
lious inmates set fire to mattresses, blankets and furniture in 
a common cell at the over-crowded VLUa Devote Prison early 
yesterday, officials said. A police spokesman raid 44 prisoners 
died before firemen could break down the barricaded door of the 
blazing cell that housed 161 Inmates. Six others died later In ho- 
spitals. Another 64 inmates admitted to hospitals survived Re- 
sidents living near then high-walled facility in northwest Buen- 
os Aires, 15 kms. from the city centre, said they heard gunfire 
«mi explosions during the uprising, which started at 8:20 un, 
with a futile attempt by Inmates to arize their guards and ended 
2 horns and 40 mimitw later. No guards or policemen were re- 
ported hurt,
